abroad.

to laging- disarmament and his vague 
talk of treaty revisions were con- 
sidered principally as a concession 
to German Fascist and ultra-nation 
alist sentiment which found so voci 
ferous expression in the recent Ger 


Ivanan elections. 
rv It was understood

r "France's answer to Dr. Curtius will 


be the same as that to the Faseisf- 
leader, Hitler, that to attempt all ov 
er agai- the laborious work of the 
peace conference would do more to 
provoke war than to assure peace 
As to disarmament, the French feel 
that the league of nations prepara- 
tory commission is advancing the 
project as fast as conditions permit 
and that attempts to speed it up 
might undo an that has been done 


There is a similar feeling towarc 


hints of a possible moratorium on 
the Young plan debts.-The entire Bu 
ropean economic scheme has been 
re-arranged to conform with the 
Young plan provisions, and it is- not 
felt that Germany Tvould lightly con- 
sider throwing a monkey wrench 
into .the comijticated machinery.

a tone. 
"Is it an attempt at intimidation?" 


the paper asked. "Perhaps it would 
be well in that case that the German 
government should know that we 
shall remain firm and that further 
concessions which would in no way 
serve peace must not be expected of 
us."Ere Nouville, organ of the left 
parties, pointed out that Dr. Curtius 
had declared that Germany would 
not abandon the treaties and'would 
abstain deliberately from anything 
like an adventurous policy. / 


INTEREST IN BERLIN 


Berlin —(ff)— The front pages of 


Berlin newspapers today were prac- 
tically monopolized by stories and 
comment on the address of Dr. Ju- 
lius Curtius, German foreign minis- 
ter, before the Reichsrat, suggest- 
ing possibility of a moratorium on 
Young plan payments and regretting 
laging of world disarmament. 


Most commentators saw in the 


Eeichsrats unanimous adoption of 
the budget a new hope for quick bus- 
iness-like action when the Reichstag 
meets Dec. 3 in its consideration of 
Chancellor Bruening's financial pro- 
(fegram. 
Toward Curtius speech then- atti- 


tude is naturally colored by political 
bias but applause predominated. The 
Centrist organ, Germania, commend- 
ed the foieign minister for his em- 
phasis on German treaty rights, 
while the Democratic Berliner Tage- 
blatt hailed the speech as heralding 
a new German determination to in- 
sist that the ' treaties be fulfilled 
where they favor Germany as where 
they burden Germany. 


The Nationalist Boersen Zeitung 


•welcomed the speech as the first 
link in a chain of momentous events.

PROFESSOR FAVORS 
. WHIPPING POST TO 
' PUT CURB.ON CRIME 
Milwaukee — (JP)~ If America 
wants to prevent crime, a re- 
turn to the whipping post of col- 
onial times will do the trick, Prof. 
R. J. Hutcheon of the University 
of Chicago, said in an address 
before the Freie Gemeinde so- 
ciety. 


"I don't care 
whether you 


agree with me or not," he said, 
"because I am thoroughly con- 
vinced after an exhaustive study 
that corporal punishment is one 
of the things needed to subdue 
the ever-increasing criminal ele- 
ment." 


Prof. Hutcheon cited Delaware, 


the only state permitting corporal 
-punishment, in substantiation of 
his lashing- theory. He said that 
state stood lowest on the list of 
crime in ratio to population.

In his testimony Perry said a sur- 


vey made by him disclosed SO per 
cent of the radio listeners desired 
programs of educational addresses 
and scholastic courses. Experimental 
work in education by radio, he said, 
had prepared the basis for advanced 
work. He discussed the possibility of 
combining radio. programs with cor- 
respondence courses. 


"The increasing knowledge of ed- 


ucators regarding the value and use 
of radio education has been disclos- 
ed by investigation, and ample facili- 
ties should.be extended," Mr. Perry 
continued. The service of chain sys- 
tems in broadcasting programs of in- 
structional type was praised by him, 
although he asserted smaller statiors 
within a state should have ample 
provision for strictly local questions. 


Counsel for Marquette university 


took issue -with the applicants and 
declared adults could be reached best 
by programs broadcast after sun- 
down.

Brussels —(rP)— How the Marquis 


de Villalobar, Spanish 
ambassador 


to Belgium, and Hugh 
S. Gibson, 


then first secretary to the American 
legation, tried to prevent the execu- 
tion of Nurse Edith Cavel! by the 
Germans is told in extracts publish- 
ed from the diary of Marquis de 
Villalobar.- 


The marquis relates that at Gib- 


son's request they went to Baron 
von der Laneken, then director of 
political affairs in the occupied Bel- 
gian territory, and tried to get Miss 
Cavell reprieved on the eve of her 
execution. 


The marquis told Baron Lancken,

Ohio Ex-Dry 
Leader For 
Changed Law 


Columbus, Ohio —W)— C. C. Crab- 


be, father of Ohio's dry laws, and for- 
mer attorney general of Ohio, today 
announced that he favored a modifi- 
cation of the Crabbe act to permit 
the sale of light wines and beer. 


Crabbe said that the enforcement 


of the present stringent prohibition 
law in Ohio was 'not satisfactory" 
and that the people of the state 
had not respected the statute. 


The former attorney general said 


the law .has failed to promote true 
temperance and that it needed to be 
modified -to suit the majority of the 
people of the state. 
Crabbe said he was for modifica- 


tion which would permit the sale of 
light wine's and beer under strict gov 
ernment control. This plan, lie point- 
ed out, could not become effective, 
however, without a modification of 
the Volstead act. 


"Light wines and beer under strict 


governmental control would be pre- 
ferable to what we have now," Crab- 
be said. "There is neither respect nor 
true enforcement of the-present law. 
If the law as, enacted had been pro- 
perly respected 
and 
enforced 
I 


would not have advocated a change 
but I am willing to concede that this 
is not true and consequently am in 
favor of modification. 


"We need a statute that will more 


nearly meet the wishes and com- 
mand the respect of the great ma- 
jority of the people, the present 
prohibition law has .iot prevented 
the use of intoxicating liquor but 
on the contrary has brought about 
a condition where there are a greater 
percentage of our people drinking 
now than ever before. Tnj drinkers 
are a different element too than in 
former years. 


"I believe that a majority of the 


people of Ohio would still favor a 
reasonable law regulating the use 
of intoxicants but they are not in 
accord with the present rigid meas- 
ure." 


The former attorney general said 


he believed the present rigid prohi- 
bition law had brought about the 
condition which exists in many of 
the courts. 


"It has brought to the fore an un- 


desirable element and has contribut- 
ed to the huge profits of this same 
element," he said. 


Crabbe said the' recent 
election 


was indicative that "the pendulum 
has swung back." 


The former attorney general as- 


serted that he was opposed to a re- 
turn of the saloon.

nurse alive, taking the place of lungs 
paralyzed by 
infantile 
paralysis. 


Now, the doctors ; ave told her she 
caft live without the resiprator. 


Bat the months of dependency up- 


on the machine have made her think 
she -will die unless it does her breath- 
ng for her. Imagination, say the 
physicians—but 
imaginatioa 
that 


sends the girl into a shuddering, piti- 
ful paroxysm of fear. 


There is a Poe-like setting for this 


battle, with normal way of living 
the stake—the struggle that Miss 
McGann, through 
bravely-rouged 


lips, says she is going to win. 


In the dim room, the young nurse 


lies and thinks with alternate fear 
and hope of the thing that has kept 
her alive. 
The respirator looks 


more ominous than reassuring. At 
night it could give the imaginative 
a vision of a ten-foot silver gray fish 
on six legs, sucking air through its 
round mouth, snoring rythmically.

was executed by the Germans Oct. 
13, 1915 on the charge of assisting 
British, French and Belgian prison- 
ers in the 
occupied territory to 


escape. 


The marquis, in his diary, says he 


was dining with Baron Lambert 
Rothschild when Gibson arrived in 
great distress and asked to speak to 
him on a matter of the most urgent 
importance. 
He then told him of 


several cases of espionage ponding 
before the German military tribun- 
al in which two French, one Belgian 
woman and Miss Cavell were in- 
volved. 


He said Miss Cavell had been con- 


demned to death and was to he exe- 
cuted at dawn of the next day. He 
asked the marquis to take tho place 
of Brand Whitlock, the American 
minister who was ill in bed with a 
high fever, and make every rep- 
sentation possible with the German 
authorities to stay the execution. 


The marquis says he and Gibson 


went immediately to Baron von dor 
Lancken who told them he did not 
think Miss Cavell's execution would 
be immediate, but that the baron 
said General von Saubenveig, the 
acting governor, was resolved 
to 


execute her. 


The marquis, relating a private 


conyersation he had with von der 
Lancken, tells how he;pleaded with 
-him, 
but th; baron said: van Sau- 


berweig was not to be moved. As 
a last attempt the marquis says he 
suggested the baron telephone the 
German emperor at his headquar- 
ters, but the baron was stupified at 
such a request and exclaimed, "but 
one can't telephone the emperor." 


The marquis says he and Gibson 


finally returned to the United States 
legation when the fatal day was 
dawning, tired out and terribly dis- 
tressed. 


Months later, the marquis says, 


when he wa.j dining with 
King 


George and Queen Mary of England 
he related the details of the matter 
and quoted the king as saying, "it 
is a relief to me to learn the German 
emperor was not 
responsible for 


such a crime." 


The marquis gives as his final 


verdict that General von Sauber- 
weig was responsible for Miss Ca- 
vell's death.

Iowa Governor Appeals For 


Increased Tariff 
On Corn 


Des Moines, Iowa—M5)—Gov. John 


Hammiil today appealed to President 
Hoover for an immediate increase in 
the tariff on corn. 


He telegraphed the president that 


reported extensive shipments of Ar- 
gentine corn to the United States 
would destroy the American market, 
"which pr^ce Is already too low con- 
sidering the small crop." 


The governor asked that the tariff 


commission recommend an increase 
which the president hns authority to 
Brant und^r the flexible provisions of 
the tariff law. 


"The 
protective tariff should be 


made effective where possible so as 
to protect the American market for 


the American farmer," the telegram 
read. 


"It Is to be remembered that if the 


cost of production of the Argentine 
corn were identical with the cost of 
producing tho same commodity in 
this 
country, 
midwest producers 


would 
suffer 
through abnormally 


higher transportation rates as ap- 
plied on all railroads as compared to 
ocean-goins: traffic. 


"Argentina should not he permitted 


to control the American market. The 
importance of this matter justifies 
prompt action. The situation is seri- 
ous. With one-third less crop than 
the five year average, prices are now 
one-fourth, less, Let us have action."

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SENATOR GLASS OBJECTS 
Senator Glass of Virginia, formerly 


a member of President Wilson's cabi- 
net, says that it is beyond his com- 
prehension "why anybody should as- 
sume that a Democratic administration 
of public affairs at Washington could 
constitute a menace to the business of 
the nation." He is directly facing, and 
asks his party to face, the feeling which 
is general among business interests 
that the Democratic party and its poli- 
cies are unsafe, radical and untrust- 
worthy. The senator points out that 
during the 16 years of Cleveland and 
Wilson, the only Democratic adminis- 
trations since the Civil war, the most 
vitally effective legislation having to 
do with the stability of business was 
passed. Cleveland overcame the dis- 
senters in his own party and repealed 
the silver .legislation that Avas debas- 
ing and cheapening the currency. Wil- 
son it was who signed the Federal Re- 
serve act. 


We must all get' away from the fat- 


uous notion that a party which once 
had a virtuous program and with it ac- ' 
complished, good results is always to 
be supported, or that a party misled 
into the swampy bayous of visionary 
and impractical effort must therefore 
always be defeated. Political parties at 
different times stand for quite different 
things and most often is it true that a 
party is as good and no better than the 
men and women who direct its policies 
and affairs. The Democratic party of 
Cleveland and Bryan were two entirely 
different affairs, as was the Republican 
party of Roosevelt and Harding. 


Each party, however, inherits some 


support because many voters inherit 
their politics and perhaps it is an equal- 
ization of this condition that makes 
them carry the load of their past. The 
Democratic party lost popular support 
with the panic of 1893 and prevented it- 
self from regaining it "for many years 
by insisting upon naming as a leader 
Mr. Bryan, of silver tongue and golden 
heart but altogether impractical ideas. 
The Republican party was quick to 
take advantage of the panic and the 
tactical blunders of the Democratic 
party which followed it and through 
the intervening years, with careful 
propaganda, it has prevailed upon 
many to associate the Democratic par- 
ty with hard times and itself with pros- 
perity. But an examination of Repub- 
lican ranks will disclose many men as 
leaders who, like Mr. Bryan, are pri- 
marily preachers and theorizers and 
are neither practical in their plans nor 
temperamentally fit for the hard grind 
of real legislative accomplishment. 


It is a long road that has no turning 


and sometimes the turns are sharp and 
unexpected. In 1928 Mr. Hoover spoke 
confidently of a program that would 
lead to the abolition of poverty, the 
first step in which must be a more 
equitable distribution of wealth. 
It 


was an idea than which no better could 
be formed, put forward by one who 
honestly sought to serve the good of 
the many millions of his fellows. But 
now he finds himself, but two years 
later, exerting every influence at his 
command to devise means to relieve 
the unemployed of suffering during 
the coming winter. Men in high of- 
fice must be extremely careful of every 
word for, however praiseworthy the 
purpose, a hope is too often changed 
in the public mind into a promise and 
when it miscarries, into downright dis- 
gruntlement. Judged by any standard 
of fairness which should exist between 
principled men, no blame can attach 
to Mr, Hoover either for the prevailing 
situation nor for his-liigh and praise- 
worthy hope of bettering the condi- 
tions of his fellowmen, but such are 
the practices in politics that there, as 
in love and war, everything that can 
be done goes, and is called fair. Aside 
from Mr. Hoover the Republican par- 
ty deserves disciplining for its repeated 
characterization of its opponent as the 


gaunt raven of lean days and itself the 
harbinger of bounteous repasts. Lavish 
in the past with its promises it can 
make no hist complaint of those \vho 
now turn up their many noses and look 
the other way. 
Having taught the 


people for 40 years that prosperity was 
a political issue—which it never was— 
a just retribution in the eyes of mil- 
lions of voters will make it accept any 
blame for such untoward things as 
may happen. 


THE MASTER RETIRES 


Bobby Jones, the greatest golfer of 


all time, has abdicated his throne, leav- 
ing as a heritage a wide-open battle 
for the four American and British na- 
tional championships he holds. At the 
aee of 28. the colorful Atlanta golfer 
and attorney who, alone among ama- 
teurs, consistently has beaten the pro- 
fessionals at their own game, steps out 
of the golfing picture with an example 
of sportsmanship as dramatic as any- 
thing he ever achieved on the links. 


In a statement of sweeping frank- 


ness, Jones made known his intention 
to retire from all golfing competition of 
serious 
nature after 14 years of in- 


tense tournament play in this country 
and abroad, in order to make sound 
films of an educational nature. 
His 


statement exemplifies the man he has 
always been. It is a good example of 
sportsmanship with which to close his 
essential career. He says in part: "Of 
course the matter of monetary com- 
pensation enters into the discussion at 
this point, and it is for numerous 
reasons that I wish to be perfectly 
understood on this score. The amateur 
status problem is one of the most ser- 
ious Avith which the United States Golf 
association has to deal for the good of 
the game as a whole. 


"I am not certain that the step I am 


taking is in a strict sense a violation 
of the amateur rule. I think a lot 
might be said on either side. But I 
am so far convinced that it is contrary 
to the spirit of amateurism that I'am 
prepared to accept and even indorse > 
a rule that it is an infringement." 


No one can deny him the profitable 


opportunity to teach golf through mo- 
tion pictures at this time. For his 
frank facing of the amateur problem, 
there can be nothing but praise. t He 
prefers not to be in any twilight zone 
but recognizes fully the commercial ap- 
plication of the motion-picture con- 
tract. It is a straightforward decision 
and certainly neither his motives nor 
the attitude toward golf in its commer- 
cial phase can be criticized. He quits 
with dignity the memorable scene 
where he was king. 


The master golfer's decision to 


withdraw from the world of golf is 
understandable and natural. He has 
conquered everything and to continue 
in competition would be in the nature 
of an anti-climax. In the closing year, 
1930, he accomplished the seemingly 
impossible, the grand slam of golf, win- 
ning the American amateur,, American 
open, British open and the British am- 
ateur titles, doing what Lloyds of Lon- 
don quoted odds of 60 to 1 that he, 
would not do. No one has ever done 
this before him and probably no one 
will ever do it again. It was time to 
stop. It was the end of his act and- 
the curtain should fittingly be dropped. 


He has made the greatest competi- 


tive record in the history of the game, 
and in doing it the charm of his per- 
sonality and his character made him a 
popular world figure. All who played 
with him or against him knew him as 
a true sportsman. 


It is a coincidence, and an odd one, 


that in the last few months, George 
Von Elm and Johnny Goodman, the 
only golfers who have beaten Jones in 
the American amateur tournament in 
the last seven years, both have an- 
nounced their retirement as amateurs. 
Von Elm beat Jones in 1926 and Good- 
man eliminated him in 1929. In every 
other year, the Atlantan emerged the 
victor. 
Nowhere on the horizon at 


present does there loom any amateur 
with the golfing gifts needed to dupli- 
cate Jones' unprecedented feats. Per- 
haps there never will be another one.

On Nov. 21, 1620, "the Pilgrims held a meeting

ly breathing exercise has don« so 
much for the physical regeneration 
of women whose physica. education 
hasb een neglected, mentions in a 
scientific contribution on "A Physiol- 
ogic Treatment of Congestive Dys- 
raenorrhea and Kindred Disorders" 
that some women, when they first 
take the exercise, complain of dizzi- 
ness and have to stop it for a tune; 
later such women are able to resume 
the exericse and by easy degrees 
work up to the complete seance, of 
half dozen or more such diaphragms- 
ful.The last time I referred to Dr. 
Mosher's great work for women here 
I compared the exercise she pre- 
scribes with a similar one recom- 
mended in a book (now out of print) 
by Dr. Samuel Delano, for certain 
patients with tuberculosis and for 
those in need of "set-up" generally. 
I also compared it with the belly 
breathing exercise which Dr. Israel 
Rappaport has found beneficial _ I-* 
many cases of hypertension—high 
blood pressure and associated troub- 
les. I said credit for priority in in- 
troducing this very beneficial belly 
breathing exercise might belong to 
Dr. Delano, since his book was pub- 
lished under the title of "Exercise 
and Set-Up" in 1918. But Dr. Mosh- 
er's publisher calls my attention to 
the fact that she first published her 
work in 1911, so that entitles the 
lady to first place in this race. For 
that matter, I don't know why the 
women 
of the country have r.ot 


bestowed upon Dr. Mosher some 
proper recognition of her great ser- 
vice. 
Anyway this breathing exercise, as 


prescribed by Drs. Mosher, Delano 
and Rappaport, assisted or at least 
approved by Brady, is doing a whole 
lot of sood in the world that the 
three good doctors wot not of. Be- 
sides making a great many girls and 
women more useful as well as more 
comfortable, at is helping a lot of 
older folk to calm themselves for 
repose at night, and it is helping a 
lot of middle-aged folk to keep their 
Wood pressure down, and it is help- 
ing a lot of younger smarties to 
equalize the old circulation and clear 
the fog- from the skypiece and soothe 
and wheedle a discouraged liver and 
I don't know what all. 


It would be just too mean to stop 


here and leave customers wondering 
what this wonderful exercise is or 
how to do it, so with the indulgence 
of the make-up man I'll describe the 
stunt, by taking a composite of the 
descriptions given by the three good 
doctors mentioned:

When the children are all ready for

But it cannot go all the 
way. There must be a supplementing 
force in order that the group instruc- 
tion may function. 


This means that there shall be a 


number of smaller rooms in addition 
to the large ones. The group interest 
is subdivided because of the individu- 
al powers and taste of the group.

Browne of Waupaca, one of "Wiscon- 
sin's two "lame duck" congressmen, 
Is author of a measure which would 
abolish the "lame duck" sessions of 
Congress. 
' Although defeated in the primaries 
by Gerald Boileau, a wet,. Rep. 


gressman from the eighth "Wisconsin 
congressional district. 
Mr. Boileau 


will not take his seat until De- 
cember, 1931, unless 
President 


Hoover calls a special session of Con- 
gress -next summer. 
He is not ex- 


pected to do so. 


The Waupaca . congressman has 


long been interested in abolishing 
the constitutional provision by which 
congressmen do not take their seats 
until 13 months after they are elect- 
ed. During the "lame duck" session, 
it is argued, the executive depart- 
ment of the government can get any- 
thing it wants done, on promises of 
appointment of defeated senators and 


• congressmen 
to 
federal 
positions, 


while members of Congress who have 
been repudiated by their constituents 
continue to legislate. Rep. Browne is 
not among those seeking or expect- 
ing'federal appointments, however.' 


Rep. Browne's proposed amend- 


ment to the Constitution abolishing 
the lame duck sessions is still before 
the Committee on the Election of 
President, Vice President, and Repre- 
sentatives, but no action is expected 
on it during- the forthcoming "lame 
duck" session. 


He is also author of a related pro- 


posal to amend the Constitution, this 
one being to abolish the anomalous 
"electoral 
college", which 
never 


meets. Under his amendment, the 
ballots in presidential elections would 
contain the names of the candidates 
for president and vice-president, in- 
stead of the names of electors sup- 
porting these .candidates, as at pres- 
ent. 


No action is expected on this pro- 


posal at ' the forthcoming 
session, 


either. Sen. George W. Norris of Ne- 
braska .has introduced similar pro- 
posals to amend the ' Constitution. 
The Senate always passes the resolu- 
tion submitting to the states the pro-
